Main Street Road Work

Main Street was a difficult place to travel this
summer and fall because of several projects. During
the summer an extensive portion of Main Street was
milled and paved. Once this was completed, work on
the downtown sewer project resulted in lane closures
on Main Street for a few weeks. This was followed by
the section of Main Street that had been milled and
paved in the summer having to be re-milled and re-
paved for safety reasons.

The downtown sewer project is an extensive proj-
ect to replace the deteriorating lines in the older down-
town area of Los Lunas. It is a village project.

Main Street is a state highway (Highway 6) so
paving projects as well as traffic lights (such as the
new light at Los Cerritos and Main) are the responsibil-
ity of the New Mexico Transportation Department.

District One, Three Voters Go To Polls March 2

Voters in Districts One
and Three in the Village of
Los Lunas will go to the polls
March 2 to vote for a councilor
who will represent their district
on the council for the next four
years.

To the left are maps of
Districts One and Three which
were created after the 2000
Census. Only people who live
within these areas will be able
to vote in the 2004 election.

Current councilors for
these districts are Cecilia CC
Castillo, District One, and
Gerard Sais, District Three.

The 2000 Census showed
the village’s population as
slightly over 10,000. Once
a New Mexico municipality
goes over 10,000 then coun-
cil seats must be districted
rather than councilors running
at large.

The March, 2002, elec-
tion was the first in Los
Lunas when councilors ran
in districts. In March 2002,
District Four Councilor Robert
Vialpando and District Two
Councilor Charles Griego
were elected to those posi-
tions. Also elected to four year
terms were Mayor Louis F.
Huning and Municipal Judge
Jeff Aragon.

Only voters in Districts One
and Three will be able to vote
in March. Voters who live out-
side of those districts are not
eligible to vote in this election.
